Ceurses im the State for prespective Scouters, in Cubbing as 
well as Scouting. The State Headquarters has to thank the 
enthusiastic State Organising Commissioner and the similar 
Assistant State Organising Commissione rs ( fonts) and the 
varieus Deputy Directors of Public Instruction, 
-eational Officers and Head Masters of Schools. Mehetencd for 
arranging to relieve an adequate number of willing teachers 
to take up these courses. In fact in some of these courses the 
prescribed maximum wumber of forty (40) for a course has 
been exceeded. As Stat: Commissioner (Scouts) while I 
appreciate such numbers over 4), as a member of the Nationa] 
Training Team and bound by the rules and advice set. in the 
National ‘‘ Scheme of Training” I am afraid this should not 
be permitted to continue. 


All the * Members of the State Training Team’ (D.C.QCs. 
& A.D.C.Cs.) would do well in future to aceept only 40 candi- 
dates as the maximum on any course while adhering to 12 as 


the miaimum, 
: 
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Any number between 24 and 32 would be ideal to give 
the candidates on the course an idea of the true strength of a 
Cub Pack or a Scout Troop which he is expected to start and 
run himself with or without an Assistant Scouter later. Even 
40 on a Training Course would give an erroneous impression 
and some scouters try to increase their Pack or Troop strength 
to over 32. The National Headquarters have been very elastic 
in fixing up the maximum and any attempt to stretch further 
would only result in helping to snap this elastic limit. 


Attention to the individual ‘Boy’ by his Scouter is the 
foundation for success of Scouting. The Founder, B-P., said 
that while he could pay full attentior to the individual ‘ Boy ’ 
if only his Troop’s strength was 16, he thought a Scouter 
could be twice as capable and set 32 as the maximum. Any 
number more than this he thought could not be a Cub Pack 
or a Scout Troop. : 


In the present National Emergency this Movement all 
over the country has done fairly well and cur State has 
contributed its share. A few of th: Open Groups have been 
doing commendable work. Yet alot more has to be done by 
all of us and this should goon for ever. The ‘Scout! romise ’ 
taken by all of us when we were invested into’ the Movement 
is not for emergencies, as such, but for our lives’ times and in 
everything that we have to do daily. 


Finally I wish all the Members of the Movement, Guides 


and Scouts, Guiders and Scouters all the best for ‘Good Hunt- _ 


ing ’ in 1963, and God’s blessings so that we can keep ourselves 
healthy in body and mind and cariy out ‘ the ten poixis of the 
Scout-Guide Law’ in our daily lives.

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Wood Craft & Field Craft 


Commandos are the crack Guerilla fighters of the Army. 
They are selected on grounds of their being strorg, quick in 
thinking, always on the alert and resourceful. 

All commando troops undergo special training. For menths 
they live in bivouac tents. They must learn to find their own 
- food by hunting. They become experts with their knives, 
shooting with rifle, machine guns, boxing and jujutsu. In 
addition he is taught to swim long distances in full kit. He 
can also walk 30to40 miles a day and go without food and 
water for long periods. : 

.The Commandos have played an tmportant part in the 
last war. They have made many raids on enemy, creeping 
in silently at nights, destroying enemy gun positions, blowing 
up ammunition dumps wrecking bridges etc. The enemy 
will be afraid that a commando attack might be made at any 
moment. The enemy could never feel safe. 

A Scout can become a commando easily because he will be - 
taught every other thing except using of weapons when he un- 
dergoes Scout Training. A Scout is a master in wood craft. 
Wood craft is the knowledge cf animals and nature,'following 
the tracks and creeping to them. It includes the ability to see 
and read the tracks, understand them and find his way in the 
jungle or desert. Wood craft helps to stimulate the powers of 
deduction. Scouts will also be trained in pioneering, explo. 
ration and other items of open air and out door projects. 
Peace Scouts have to be as well prepared as any war Scouts. 
Our peace Scouts can become excellent commandos if they 
only practise the use of weapons. Even otherwise they have 
very good opportuniti:s to serve in the war field. It is expec- 
ted that a large nusaber of Scouts trained in wood craft 
and pioneering could offer their services in this National.

On 2nd Wecember 1962 at 9-30 P.M. when it was raining 
heavily, a motor van fell down ina field about 10 ft. down 
below a steep curve in Belgaum, It was a serious accident.

As it was late in the night passers by could not be seen. With 
the help of a few people that came that way, these two 
Scouters were able to bring the passengers to the road. All 
of them were unconscious and some of them profusely bleed- 
ing. After rendering first aid to the injured they were able to 
take the injured to the Civil Hospital which is about 2% miles- 
from the place of accident. Somecars which were passing 
that way were requisioned for the purpose. if it was not for 
these two Scouters who were there at that time this accident 
could not have been noticed for some time more.
